Earely bcloued, know this,that Almighty God is the 
Lorde of life and death, and ouer all things to them 
pertaining,as youth , ſtrength, heal th, age,weakneſle, 
and ficknefſe : Wherefore, whatiocuer your ficknefle is, 
know you ccrtain]y that ir is Gods viſitation. And for whar 
cauſe ſoeuer this ficknefſe is ſent vnto you, whether it be to 
trie your patience for the example of other , and that your 
faith may bee found in the day of the Lord, laudable, glori- 
ous, and honourable, to the increaſe of glory andendlefle 
felicitie ,or clſc it be ſene vnto you to corre and amend in 
you whatſocuer doeth oftend the eyes of your heauenly Fa- 
ther : Know you certainly , that it you truely repent you of 
your ſinnes, and beare your ficknelſe patiently, truſting 13 
Gods mercy , for his deare >onne leſus Chriſtes ſake , and 
render ynto bim humble thankes for his fatherly viſitation, 
ſubmitting your (e}fe wholy to his will , it ſhall turne to your 
profite,and helpe you forward inthe right way thatleadeth 
vnto eucrlaſting life.

And they for a fewe dayes doe chaſtilevs ,after their 
owne pleaſure : but he doeth chaſtiſe vs for our profite ,to 
the intent he may make vs partakers of his holineſſe. Theſe 
 wordes (good brother) are Gods wordes, and written in 
holy Sctipture for our comfort and inſtruction, that wee 
ſhould patiently and with thankeſgiuing, beare our hea- 
nenly Fathers correftion, whenſoeuer by any manner of 
aduerſitic it thall pleaſe his gracious goodnefle to viſite vs. 
Andthere ſhould bee nogreater comtort to Chriſtian per. 
ſons , then ro bee made like vnto Chriſt , by ſuffering pati- 
ently aduerſities, troubles, and fickenefſes, For hee him- 
ſelfe went not vp to toy , burfirſt he ſuffered paine, hee en- 
tred not into his glory , before hee was crucified; So truely 
our way to eternall ioy is, to ſuffer here with Chriſt,and our 
dooreto enter into etern3ll life is,gladly to die with Chriſt, 
that wee may riſe againe from death , and dwell with him in 
cucrlaſting life. Now therefore , taking your ſickeneſle 
which is thus profitable for you , patiently, 1 exhort youin 
the Name of God, to remember the profeſſion which you 
made yato God in your baptiſme ,And foraſmuch as af- 
rer this life there is a countto bee giuen vnto the rightecus 
Judge of whom all muſt bee iudged without reſpeR of per. 
ſons :1 require youro examine your ſelfe , and your ſtate, 
both roward God and man, ſo that accuſing and condem- 
ning your (:lſe for your owne faults, you may linde mercie 
at your heauenly Fathers hand for Chriſts ſake,and not bee 
accuſed and condemned in thar fearefull uudgement.
